of His Men Have Perished—Many 


Unknown Are Dead—Their Bodies 


ALLACE (idaho) Aug. . 
W United States Forest Supervisor 

Wt R. Weigle has just issued a 
statement that ninety-four of his for- 
eat employés have probably been killed, 
as follows: 
Boulder Créek, one; Avery, twelve; Big 
Creek, thirteen; Placer Creek, six; 
Pine Creek, two; Setzer Creek, twenty; 
Bullion mine, eight; Rock Creek, 
twenty-two, 

The wholesale loss of life occurred 

Saturday afternoon and night, when 
efforts were making to check the 
flames in order to save the various 
towns that were threatened. The 
names of many of the dead will never 
be known, . 
The rangers employed all the able- 
bodied men whom they could impress 
into service. 
When the groups of fire fighters were 
overwhelmed, the camps were also de- 
stroyed, the clothes were burned off 
the bodies of the men, and the bodies 
of the dead were often so charred that 
searchers stepped on them, thinking 
they were pieces of burned logs. 
The fire obliterated the trails and the 
burned country is difficult’ to go 
through because of fallen trees. 
With the towns out of danger, and 
the settiers fled to places of safety, 
the rangers were able to devote them- 


selves entirely today to the saving of 


trees, and with effect, Various fires 
are isolated and will die out for lack 
of fuel. 
In Montana, rain and snow fell, 
checking the flames. In Spokane to- 
day the sun shone clear and even in 
Wallace the smoke clouds were lifted, 
No one ventures to estimate the finan- 
cial loss, for the extent of the burned 
aca is not fully known.

“Col. Roosevelt and Kermit are two 


ot the finest men to be in camp with 


that I have met. Their whole inter- 
est was for the good of the expedition, 
and they added many rare animals to 
the collection simply because they were 
determined to make it as complete and 
valuable as ble. 

“Although handicapped by poor eye- 
sight, the colonel.fs a good marksman. 
Like all sportsmen, he made many good 
shots and he made many poor ones, 
but, as a whole, his shooting was 
above the average, and he frequently 
brought down many flying birds, such 
as herons, cranes and greater bus- 


“In hunting dangerous game, such 
as buffaloes, elephants, rhinoceroses 
and lions, he exhibited the courage of 
a veteran big game hunter, and the 
quickness with which he mastered the 
situation when in dangerous places and 
the accugacy of his shooting showed 
that he never got excited. 

“I do not think that the colonel 
gives his readers a fair impression of 
the very great danger that he and Ker- 
mit were so often placed in. After 
we had said good-by to four or five set- 
tlers with whom we had become ac- 
quainted, and met them again several 
weeks later, te find one with a badly 
injured arm chewed by a —

PUT PLANES IN WAR GAME. 


French War Department Will Add 

Novel Air Skirmishes to General 

Army Maneuvers. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) . 

PARIS,’ Aug. 24.—[Tne striking suc- 
cess of the series of military abroplane 
skirmishes and scouting maneuvers ex- 
ecuted after the Rheims aviation meet- 
ing and during the big cross-country 
race just concluded, has decided the 
French War Department to undertake 
the testing of air machines at the gen- 
eral army maneuvers on the Plains of 
Picady. Two dirigibles will be placed 
at the disposal of Gen. Picquart and 
Gen. Munier, each to be accompanied 
by an aé#roplane to act as scout and 
wind tester. 

In addition, the opposing generals 
will each have four aé@roplanes under 
his command. The rules of the game 
are now being worked out. They prob- 
ably will provide that any aéroplane 
which succeeds in reaching a dominat- 


itzer- ing position, namely, a superior alti- 
tude, 


from which it could hold its rival 
at its mercy, will be considered to have 
put the other out of action for the 
rest of the day.

NOLAN JURY DISAGREES. 

The jury. chosen to try E. M. | 
}*harged with Violating the ahti-pieket- 
ing ordinance, disagreed last night, 
after having been out about four hours. 

The case against Nolan was appar- 
ently a cinch. There was undisputed 
testimony to the effect that he had 
taken his station in front of the 
Liewellyn Iron Works and had urged 
the workers to come out and join the 
strikers, saying that they, the strikers, 
were receiving the same pay that the 
men who were working received. 

Nolan made the defense that he is 
a member of the Socialist party and 
went down to the iron works to deliver 
a political address. He further declared 
that it was a public speech and that 
the meeting was intended for all who 
cared to come, and was not held for the 
purpose of interfering with the work- 
men. He did not deny that the greater 
part of the minute that he was allowed 
by the police to talk was given up to 
urging the loyal workmen to quit their 
jobs and to join the strikers. 

The taking of testimony lasted Put 

a short time. As a matter of fact the 
defense. rested its hopes almost wholly 
upon the “oratory” of its lawyers. 
When the last witness had been heard 
the talking comme 
W. H. Dehm, who conducted the 
prosecution, summed up the case briefly 
and then gave way to Job Harriman, 
who tried a little spellbinding on be- 
half of Nolan. 

Harriman'’s address was mostly a 
socialistic sort of a tirade. He insisted 
that the anti-picketing ordinance is 
aimed at the liberties of the people and 
that in consequence more evidence is 
required to convict under it than would 
be the case with regard to a different 
class of legislation. He hammered the 
air for a while and then let Fred 
Spring have his say. 

Spring devoted his attention to con- 
vincing the jury that Nolan never in- 
tended to act as a picket. In fact, he 
could not see that there was any dif- 
ference between the status of Nolan, 
a spelibinder of the Socialist party, and 
himself. He modestly admitted that he 
had delivered a lot of speeches during 
the recent campaign and he urged that 
Nolan's act was no more unlawful than 
were his own. 

He overlooked the fact that no one 
had contratiicted the evidence of the 
r ution to the effect that Nolan's 
“political’ speech had been devoted to 
urging workmen to quit their jobs. He 
reiterated that it was not the province 
of the jury to decide on the legality of 
the anti-picketing ordinance, and then 
in the next breath he would charac- 
terize that ordinance as an attempt to 
-¢urtall the rights of citizens.

LOWER BIDS WANTED. 
Pasadena has two big public con- 
tracts to let and can get no bidders 
who will submit figures at anything 
like the price estimated by the City 
Engineer. One of these contracts is 
the paving of California street from 
Arroyo Drive to Arden Road, a dis- 
tance of over two miles. The. esti- 
mated cost is something over $200,000. 
The other big job is the building of 
the proposed storm-drain sewer under 
Broadway street from the city limits 
to Walnut street, at an estimated cost 
of $150,000. Both jobs have been ad- 
vertised twice and no bidders can be 
secured at prices satisfactory to the 
Council. It ts alleged that under the 
present system of paying contractors 
all jobs have to be carried on and to- 
tally completed and turned over be- 
fore a cent of the money is available 
for the contractor, thus requiring a 
very large expenditure of cash before 
any returns are received. The state- 
ment has been e several times in 
Council meetings that none of the 
Pasadena contractors have the cash 
to carry out one of these large jobs 
without borrowing a large amount of 
money at an exorbitant rate of in- 
terest, and for that reason cannot 
afford to take the work. 
Councilman Mersereau and the City 
Attorney are now working on a scheme 
whereby the contgactors on all pub- 
lic work can receive partial payments 
from time to, time as their job pro- 
ceeds. In this way it is believed the 
contractor can be tided over and can 
afford to make a much lower bid and 
still come out with. the same amount 
of profit to himself. -It is also be- 
lleved that in this manner many of 
the smalier contractors can get in and 
compete.

AFFRIGHT FAMILY.

After Suffering Nearly a Week She 
Dies—Husband, While Not Denying 
Reports of Domestic Troubles, Says 
Wife Had No Intention to Commit 
Suicide. 


LONG BRA CH,., Aug. 24.— After 
nearly a week's suffering from mer- 
curial poisoning, Mrs. R. C. Anderson 
died at 1:30 o'clock this morning at 
the family home on West Ninth street, 
Closing a sad domestic tragedy which 
the family tried in vain to keep from 
the public.

Ev- 
erything possible was done to counter- 
act the drug, but the poison played 
havoc with the intestinal] tract tissues 
and later complications which devel- 
oped proved fatal.

wife had taken the poison only to 
frighten him and her mother, and not 
with suicidal intent. During her suf- 
ferings she declared that she wanted 
to live and be happy. Ars. Anderson 
was a beautiful and accomplished 
woman. She was 23 y of age and 
a native of Pennsylvania. She came 
about four years ago, with her 
husband and baby daughter.

DESTROYING BANKNOTE PAPER. 


Numerous Difficulties That Were Fi- 
nally Overcome by Invention of 
New Machine. 


As the great difficulty which most 
people meet with in regard to bank 
notes is that of being able to keep 
them, it will probably come as a sur- 
prise to many to learn there are yet 
others for whom the difficulty is how 
to get rid of them. Yet this is quite 
true in the case of those who have to 
destroy bulk paper which has been 
used as representing money values. 
The difficulties entailed in destroying 
such paper are well illustrated in a 
very interesting article upon paper 
destruction by the German imperial 


pees the difficulties 
experienced by t imperial printers 
are further increased by the neces- 
sity of coping with very large quanti- 
ties of waste, for in addition to that 
arising from printing there is also 
that of stamp * Spoiled in the 
gumming as we as faulty water 
marked paper. 

The methods previously available 
were three—burning, boiling and pulp- 
ing. In the first process it has been 
found that even where a special fur- 
nace has been used it has not unfre- 
quently happened that while the outer 
parts of the packets were destroyed 
some of the contenta were not even 
singed. In the case of stamps or gum- 
med paper the matter was still worse, 
for the packets baked together into 
solid blocks, the interiors of which 
were quite intact. 

In the second process the paper for 
destruction is placed in iron lers: 
lye is added and the contents then 
subjected to the prolonged action of 
steam. As a destructive process for 
small quantities this is quite effect- 
ual, as is also that of pulping, a pro- 
cess in which the paper is cut up by 
revolving knives in water. In both 
of these cases there is, however, an- 
other difficulty, that of disposing of 


the product. It cannot easily be sold, 
it will not to transport, and on 
hand the den stodgy mass quickly 
goes bad. : 


The German imperial printers there- 
fore decided to try a new way--grind- 
ing it up dry. To this end they in- 
stalled ai forty-horse-power Schlag- 
kreuz mill, which by a process of hurl- 
ing, crushing and tearing reduces the 
paper to an almost powderlike form in 
which, it. passes through a sieve into 

collecting chamber beneath the mill

accompanied by a very objectionable 
feature, especially when dealing with 
gummed paper in the grinding~—such a 
dust was created that though the 
workm en ed wore protectors, it 
yet persistently filled and blocked their 
eyes and nostrils. | 

As the work of packing was on 
this account not only unhealthy, un- 
willingly performed and also uneco- 
nomical, efforts were made to find some 
mechanical means of doing it. Sim- 
as this had seemed at the outset, 

ter it appeared a problem almost in- 
surmountable. Difficulty after di- 
culty arose. Among such may be 
mentioned that a spiral feeder hav- 
ing been devised, it was found that 
the paper would sometimes form into 
balls solid as blocks of wood, which 
defied the efforts to move them of a 
twenty-horse-power motor. Neverthe- 
less, this difficulty was ultimately ov- 
ercome. 

The imperial printers, therefore, gre 
now to be congratulated upon possess- 
ing a machine perfect in its kind. It 
takes the paper, grinds it up to any 
size desired and bags’ it. Finally 
though the paper in this form fetches 
twit little on account of its consequent 
shortness of fiber, the mill is yet not 
only paying off the initial outlay but 
is also saving some £50 a year in
